The BSA’s concern for the physical 
development of Boston continues to be 
expressed through positions taken on indi- 
vidual development projects and our ef- 
forts to call attention to the issues under- 
lying the development process. The most 
significant effort to date was the Mayoral 
Candidates Debate sponsored by the BSA 
on Wednesday, May 18, at the Boston 
Architectural Center. The six leading can- 
didates were present and responded to 
specific questions as to their concerns and 
plans for Boston should they be elected 
Mayor. Chaired by A. Anthony Tappé, 
the evening was a success. As evidence of 
the timeliness of the debate there was ex- 
tensive media interest and coverage by all 
the major newspaper journals and Chan- 
nels 5, 7, and 2. The BSA’s concern for 
the issues of planning and development 
were clear and were reiterated in the 
television interviews that followed. 


Particular thanks should go to Dave 
Dixon and Larry Bluestone for their 
magnificent efforts in pulling the whole 
evening together. If appropriate, and after 
the primary this fall, another debate is 
being considered. 


Regarding other BSA initiatives in Urban 
Design we anticipate that our proposal, 
submitted at their request, to review BSA 
projects will be accepted and that we will 
be increasing activities accordingly. 
Presently, the BSA is represented on the 
St. James Avenue Garage Parcel review 
committee and the Copley Square Centen- 
nial Competition Committee.

Architectural Barriers Board of 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Safety 


The Architectural Barriers Board would 
like to bring the Rules and Regulations of 
the Board to the attention of architects 
certified by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts. 


These Rules and Regulations are designed 
to make public buildings accessible to, 
functional for, and safe for use by 
physically handicapped persons. Public 
buildings include buildings constructed by 
the Commonwealth or any political sub- 
division thereof with public funds and 
open to public use and privately and 
publicly financed buildings that are open 
to and used by the public. 


These Rules and Regulations apply to all 
construction, reconstruction, alteration, 
remodeling and changes of use of public 
buildings or other facilities open to the 
public. 


Under Rule 2.08(2) of the Rules of Pro- 
fessional Conduct of the Board of Regis- 
tration of Architects, architects are re- 
quired to comply with applicable building 
codes and regulations. The regulations of 
the Architectural Barriers Board are incor- 
porated into the State Building Code. 
Violation of the provisions of the State 
Building Code is subject to a fine of up to 
$1,000. In addition, failure to comply 
with the regulations of the Architectural 
Barriers Board constitutes gross negligence 
which can result in the revocation, suspen- 
sion or annulment of an architect’s cer- 
tificate of registration.

The Committee started its activities in 
July 1982, and met regularly the third 
Wednesday of the month with an average 
attendance of half of its members. 


Several meetings were devoted to presen- 
tations by the HCFC members or by in- 
vited guests. The subjects varied from the 
specific case studies of a Hospice and 
Radiation Therapy suite, to discussion 
about the impact of changing imaging 
technology in facility design and health 
care cost containment legislation. 


Three pending bills related to cost con- 
tainment in health care capital cost, 
prompted the Committee to review its ef- 
fectiveness and to adopt a position of op- 
posing those bills. A letter was drafted for 
BSA Board approval and sent to Senator 
Atkins on 6/16/83. The letter spirit is one 
of — support the need to control rising 
health care costs, however, it opposes the 
bill for its arbitrariness, and offers the 
experience of the BSA to the legislative 
process. 


The HCFC will recess for the summer 
months and reconvene in September ’83. 
New members are welcome. We have an 
exciting agenda and hope for greater 
interaction with other BSA Committees 
and other professional groups in the 
health care field.

MSAA REPORT 
Douglas K. Engebretson, AIA, 
President 


On June 7, 1983, a meeting was held with 
Tunney Lee, Deputy Commissioner, 
DCOP, and others from his staff, to 
discuss areas of concern to MSAA and 
the architectural profession: 


MSAA argued strongly that DCPO should 
encourage cities and towns to follow the 
state policy of not using a bid process to 
award architectural and engineering con- 
tracts. It was argued that since DCPO 
took a firm position that cities and towns 
should not allow the same design firm to 
do the ‘‘study’’ and the “‘contract docu- 
ments’”’ (as is the case in state work) that; 
therefore, DCPO should express itself 
clearly on the matter of fee bidding. After 
some additional research, Mr. Lee will 
respond to our request. 


A committee of state and MSAA repre- 
sentatives will be formed for the purpose 
of trying to formulate an appropriate fee 
schedule for all public work in the Com- 
monwealth. Also, reasonable hourly rates 
for professionals, fees for studies, and 
additional services fees, will be explored.

New Titles at The Bookshop 


Small Country Houses of Today, edited 
by Lawrence Weaver. 223 pp. $44.50 
hardcover only. This is a reprint of the 
classic work of the Edwardian Country 
Life magazine writer. The area of British 
architecture dealt with is smaller houses 
built between 1890 and 1910; a much 
neglected subject despite the recent revival 
of interest in grander late Victorian and 
Edwardian houses by architects such as 
Lutyens. These smaller houses were built 
by a generation of architects steeped in 
the arts and crafts movement and had a 
profound influence on the houses that 
were built in the first half of this century. 
The book contains a representative selec- 
tion of some fifty houses, each with floor 
plans and other illustrations. 


The Almighty Wall: The Architecture of 
Henry Vaughan, by William Morgan. 210 
pp. $30.00 hardcover only. Vaughan’s 
buildings were a major influence on the 
last and perhaps most dramatic phase of 
the Gothic revival in America. His work 
served to inspire successors such as Ralph 
Adams Cram and Bertrand Grosvenor 
Goodhue. Vaughan was an Englishman 
who established his own practice in 
America in 1881. Since he left no office 
records, memoirs, or writings, this book 
offers more insight into the works of the 
man than into the man himself. 


Author Reception at The Bookshop

Mr. Tolles’ book is a fully illustrated 
account of the architectural history of 
historic Salem. Targeted for a large audi- 
ence, the book’s focus is on 350 buildings 
and three centuries of styles and building 
types. The book is also arranged in eight 
sections, each comprising an individual 
tour. The text is based on the latest 
scholarship and contains an introduction 
by Paul F. Norton, Professor of the 
History of Art at the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst. 


Bryant F. Tolles, Jr. is Executive Director 
and Librarian of the Essex Institute, and 
is the author of New Hampshire Archi- 
tecture: An Illustrated Guide. 


Drawing and Modelmaking: A Manual for 
Students of Architecture and Design, by 
Alexander Ratensky. 159 pp. $19.50 hard- 
cover only. This book, specially written 
for the beginning design student, focuses 
on the process of drawing: on the step-by- 
step build-up of a drawing. It is the first 
book on introductory drafting to take 
such a demonstration/step-by-step ap- 
proach. Each of the eleven chapters has 
an easy to follow sequence of text and 
demonstration drawings. The book, writ- 
ten by the BAC’s Director of Education, 
is an essential primer and should be re- 
quired reading for every student of archi- 
tectural drawing. 


Seeking a Code of Professional Conduct

In 1973 the U.S. Department of Justice 
ruled the then AIA Code of Ethics as 
being in restraint of trade and barred its 
subsequent mandatory use. Since that date 
the AIA and its member chapters have 
been without any mandatory Code of 
Ethics or Code of Professional Respon- 
sibility. In 1981 a voluntary set of guide- 
lines for professional conduct was pub- 
lished and, to the extent that a voluntary 
code can be, is in effect today. The 
defunct code was a logical candidate for 
the Department of Justice’s unfavorable 
ruling, as it concerned itself in large part 
with proscriptions of ‘‘stealing’’ com- 
petitors’ projects by under bidding on 
fees, romancing clients and the like. The 
present ‘‘Ethical Principles,’’ although ad- 
mirable in intent, are so general as to be 
ineffectual even as a voluntary yardstick 
of professional conduct. From my experi- 
ence on the Special Commission Concern- 
ing State and County Buildings (the 
‘*Ward Commission’’) where by far the 
largest percentage of cases investigated in- 
volved highly unethical, even if not strictly 
illegal behavior on the part of profes- 
sionals there is strong evidence to support 
the belief that an appropriate code is 
essential. 


What needs to be done is to draft a code 
based on the profession’s requirements of 
service rather than the commercial activity 
inherent in maintaining an office. It must 
address the professional’s responsibility to 
his client, to the public, to his fellow pro- 
fessionals, and to the stated goals of the 
profession. It must concern itself with, for 
example, the specialized knowledge which 
an architect has that might be used to 
mislead or defraud the public and the 
exertion of influence by an architect on 
other members of his profession and allied 
professions to engage in unethical or 
illegal acts. 


For the past six months the BSA Ethics 
Committee has been meeting twice a 
month in an attempt to clearly define the 


scope and appropriate areas of concern 
for a code of professional conduct that 
could maintain the aspirational quality of 
the present voluntary principles while in- 
troducing the necessary practicality of an 
enforceable mandatory code. The task has 
evolved into an absorbing effort on three 
major tasks: research into other existing 
rules of conduct, definition of the par- 
ticular concerns for architects and iden- 
tification or appropriate means and agen- 
cies for regulation and administration. 


With the information and direction gained 
through our investigation the committee 
will prepare in draft form, model rules of 
professional conduct. The draft will be 
circulated to the various chapters of the 
New England Regional Council, AIA for 
review and comment with the ultimate 
goal of presenting a set of rules in two 
parts: one which would be the province of 
a State Board of Registration for its adop- 
tion, administration and enforcement; the 
other the province of the professional 
societies for the promulgation of the 
ethical stance of the profession and to 
allow the professional societies to intro- 
duce their interpretation and comments in 
the form of ‘‘Friends of the Court’? opin- 
ions in the deliberations of the State 
Boards. 


In the course of our efforts, the BSA 
Ethics Committee has been invaluably 
assisted by David Johnson, AIA, of the 
New England Regional Council; Earl 
Flansburgh, FAIA, former President of 
the BSA and member of the Massachu- 
setts Board of Registration and Bancroft 
Littlefield, Jr., presently a partner of the 
Boston law firm of Foley, Hoag & Eliot 
and previously Chief Counsel to the Ward 
Commission. Through Mr. Littlefield, we 
have been able to hire a second year Har- 
vard law student, Ms. Victoria Choy, to 
provide the intensity of research effort 
and legal drafting skills that are beyond 
the time and training of our volunteer 
group of architects. The New England 


Regional Council has most generously 
provided an initial $1,000 ‘‘Seed Grant’’ 
and matched by $1,000 from the Boston 
Society of Architects, without which we 
would have been unable to make this 
critical transition from our un-staffed 
amateur work to the more thorough 
analysis and presentation demanded by 
such an important issue. Certainly more 
time, assistance and funds will be needed 
before a model code of professional con- 
duct for architects is ready for review, but 
the process has begun.
